amining the wreck of the Brit­ 
ish su bmarine M-2 which sank 
Janu ary 26 off the coast here 
and which was d efinitely located 
on the bottom of the channel 
late last night by su b-sea sou nd ­ 
ings. 
Ad miralty officials said it was 
u nlikely that the hu ll of the su b­ 
marine, which went d own with 
61 men aboard , wou ld be sal­ 
v aged before nex t su mmer. Wes­ 
terly wind s in the channel wou ld 
be almost certain to interru pt 
the salv age work if it were be­ 
gu n now, they said . 
The v essel was located by the 
Destroy er 
Torrid .

spot 
where it was fou nd was near 
where 
two 
su bmarine 
signal 
flags in a canv as bag were 
picked u p d u ring the frenzied 
search last week when hope of 
sav ing the liv es of the crew was 
still cherished . It was also near 
the spot where the captain of 
the coast-wise v essel Ty nesid er 
said he saw a su bmarine go 
d own. 
This location was some d is­ 
tance from the place where the 
search was cond u cted d u ring the 
first two d ay s after the loss of 
the subma rine wa s ma de kno wn.

a month. Ru therford d ropped 
d ead while shav ing a t his hotel. 
He had been a member since 
1925. 
Both were Democrats. Their 
d eaths, the first since Hu ey Long 
of Lou isiana took his oath of 
office a week ago to giv e con­ 
gress its fu ll membership for the 
first time this session, brou ght 
the present hou se stand ing to: 
Democrats 218; Repu blicans 213; 
Farmer-Labor 1,; and three v a­ 
cancies. 
Qu in was elev ated to the chair - 
manship of the hou se military 
affairs 
committee 
when 
the 
Democrats took control of the 
hou se a t the opening of the ses­ 
sion. 
He had been a stu d ent of the 
Mu scle Shoals problem d u ring 
the y ears it had been before that 
committee and was cond u cting a 
hearing to formu late a bill for 
the d isposal of the hu ge gov ern­ 
m ent properties when he became 
ill abou t a m onth ago. 
A heart attack early tod ay 
brou ght d eath before his wife 
cou ld reach his bed sid e.

JAP EXPLAINS THE PRESENT SITUATION

4 —(A.P.)—We 
think we owe the world an ex ­ 
planation of ou r activ ities at 
Shanghai in v iew of the misu n­ 
d erstand ings and to av oid the 
resu lt of misinformation 
con­ 
cerning the present cond itions 
there. 
First and foremost, we hav e 
d one nothing that was not ju sti­ 
fied by the strict need of protec­ 
tion for ou r nationals from the 
persecu tion of the Chinese sol­ 
d iers and ou r actions hav e been 
entirely d efensiv e and passiv e. 
The trou ble started Janu ary 
28, a Chinese force su d d enly a t­ 
tacking u s while we were, in 
pu rsu ance of the prev iou s agree­ 
ment o f the fo reig n g a rriso n 


command ers, proceed ing to the 
stations allotted to u s to gu ard . 
There was no alternativ e for u s 
bu t to fire in retu rn. 
It is not common sense to be­ 
liev e that ou r hand fu l of blu e­ 
jackets wou ld assu me an offen­ 
siv e against a force ten-fold 
larger. When the conflict began 
we had 2,000 against 30,000 Chi­ 
nese. We had ev ery d isad v antage 
to su ffer and nothing to gain by 
starting hostilities. We took the 
final action only becau se we were 
d riv en the last ex tremity by the 
behav ior of the Chinese sold iery . 
That charge that Japan u sed 
the international settlem ent as 
a basis for attack also is u n­ 
fou nd ed . Ou r force took u p sta4 
tions to protect Japanese resi­ 
d ents accord ing to the prev iou s 
agreement with the military au ­ 
thorities of the other powers and 


the Chinese happened to lau nch 
their attack against this section. 
We were compelled to d efend the 
point whither the attack was d i­ 
rected as an act of self d efense, 
pu re and simple. 
Criticisms of the Japanese air 
bombing hav e been u nnecessarily 
harsh. That was the only choice 
left for ou r small force, facing 
ov erwhelming 
od d s. 
Moreov er, 
before the beginning of the 
bombing, we scou ted carefu lly , 
id entify ing the points where the 
enemy was massing in close 
formation and then gav e fu ll 
warning, allowing ample time for 
them to heed . 
We d ropped bombs on their a r­ 
mored trains or points where 
they were 
operating artillery 
against u s. All sorts of ru mors

For almost two week s, Mr. Mellon, who is nearly 77, has been 
considering undertak ing the nation’s most im portant diplom at­ 
ic post but it was not until tonight that the W hite House for­ 
mally announced his acceptance. 
Earlier in the day the secretary had smilingly adm itted tha t 
he had been ask ed by President Hoover to become am bassador 
but he hesitated because of the physical strain it would im ­ 
pose on him. He said also his personal affairs caused him to 
go slow in leaving at this time. 
The change, m ark ing the third break in the Hoover cabinet 
during his three-year regime, is expected to tak e effect very 
soon. 
Senate confirm ation for Mr. Mellon in his London post 
and for Mr. Mills, a former New York representative in the 
house, has already been freely predicted in the senate. 
Senator W atson of Indiana, the Republican leader, expressed 
gratification a t the selection of Mr. Mellon and said “There is 
no doubt in the world of his confirm ation.” 
Both nom inations are expected to go to the Capitol together.

The op en-house and tour of 
insp ection of the new unit on 
the afternoon of the op ening d ay 
of the conference will be an out­ 
stand ing event of the two-d ay 
assembly . 
Dr. Ed ward T. Thomp son, ad ­ 
m inistrator of the James Whit­ 
comb Riley Hosp ital for Child ­ 
ren, an Ind ianap olis Rotarian, 
has arranged for the visiting Ro­ 
tarians. ex p ected to total more 
than 1,500, to observe the d irect 
results of their ten-y ear cam­ 
p aign. 
Construction of the new unit 
nrovid ed much-need ed facilities 
in the care of crinoled child ren 
at thp institution. The unfortun­ 
ate little p atients had been re­ 
ceiving the best of attention in 
the original hosp ital unit, but 
there was still need ed a cheerful, 
mod ern bu’ld ing in which the 
convalescents could while away 
the hours in insp iring environ­ 
ment.

The 
convalescent 
home 
is 
unique in d esign and is a com­ 
p lete d ep arture from conven­ 
tional institutional construction. 
Its quarters for six ty -six natients 
are carried out in soothing col­ 
ors and with every d etail ar­ 
ranged not only for the utmost 
in convenience, but to d elight the 
twisted little p atients who live in 
their imaginations. 
Two of the three floors includ e 
net only attractive ward s and 
isolation roo^s. but four sun 
p arlors furnished in harmonv i 
with the general scheme and 
equip p ed with rad ios and victro- 
las. A kind ergarten and school 
room on the first floor and a 
schoolroom cn the second floo^ 
p ermit a .svstemati" ed ucatmal 
p rogram. A large d ining room 
with table of two sizes is on the 
first floor.
